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Overview 


t is widely regarded that social science 
I research enhances our understanding of the 

society and its functioning, as it opens up 
debate and gives us a say in shaping our 
collective future. This in turn provides policy 
inputs for socio-economic development and 
generates ideas and information that could be 
used in policy framing, teaching and research. 
Thus, social science research renders vital 
services to the society and the country. 


India has a long and rich tradition of 
commissioning research in social science 
teaching. Takshashila, Nalanda, Vikramashila, 
Vallabhi, Pushpagiri and Somapura universities 
flourished as global centres of learning in 
different parts of India. The subjects taught in 
these universities included Vedas, Vedanta, 
Ayurveda, Medicine and Surgery, 
Jurisprudence, Mathematics, Astronomy, 
Physics, Metallurgy, Civil Engineering, 
Architecture, Philosophy, Grammar, Agri- 
culture, Economics, Commerce, Politics, 
Statecraft, Military Education, Literature and 
Craft etc. These universities set very high 
standards of teaching, learning and research for 
scholars from across the world. This system 
of Indian education produced scholars of great 
stature such as Aryabhatta, Bhaskaracharya, 
Amarsimha, Chandrabardai, Banbhatta, 
Dandin, Jivaka Komarabhacca, 
Mahaviracharya, Charaka, Susruta, Baudhayan, 
Chanakya, Brahmagupta, Panini, Patanjali, 
Nagarjuna, Pingala, Gargi, Kanad, 
Varahamihira, Thiruvalluvar and so on. 

Social science teaching and research in the 


country, however, made a formal beginning 
with the introduction of modern university 


system in the second half of the 19th century as 
Senate of Serampore University (1829), the 
University of Mumbai (1857), University of 
Madras (1857), University of Calcutta (1857) 
and Allahabad University (1875) came into 
existence. This was the time when Indian 
Oriental Renaissance was encountered with 
West's christian missionaries and European 
Imperialism, and was eventually downgraded 
with Euro-Centricity. The real breakthrough in 
paradigm for social science research came only 
after Independence with the rapid expansion of 
higher education system as a part of the 
planned socio-economic development. As the 
country’s development process threw up 
numerous and diverse challenges that required 
extensive research and analysis, Government of 
India established a Committee for Social 
Science Research under the Chairmanship of 
Professor V.K.R.V. Rao in 1965 to review the 
social science research scenario in the country 
and make recommendations to accelerate its 
progress. This led to the establishment of the 
Indian Council of Social Science Research 
(ICSSR) in 1969 to encourage, promote and 
fund social science research in the country. In 
due course of our sociological learning curve 
we identified issues which are too considerate 
for future growth and development of social 
science research in India. The immediate need 
is to work upon the distorted perspective of 
social science due to over-reliance on Western 
counterpart. In this context, teaching in the 
mother language by using local materials, 
research by insiders, considering research 
priorities and reoreientation of theoretical and 
methodological framework must be 
emphasized. 
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The need of the hour is to shift from the 
primacy of documenting the 'exceptionalism' of 
India to engaging in pluralised sociologies of 
India so as to be able to represent a larger 
variety of issues, generate new theories and 
perspective to enable and represent the multiple 
voices of varied people of India while engaging 
in international comparison to generate more 
broadly applicable conceptual insight. 
Presently, efforts have been put in by social 
scientists to come out of West's methodology. 
Indic phenomena is seen with the lense of 
reality of Indian society and culture. 


The ICSSR is an autonomous body under the 
Ministry of Education, Government of India 
and a premier organisation with 24 Research 
Institutes (grant-in-aid), five Recognised 
Research Institutes and six Regional Centres 
located in different parts of the country. 


The ICSSR’s aims and objectives as spelt out 
in its Memorandum of Association (MoA) are 
the following: 


e To review and survey the progress of 
Social Science Research and advise the 
Government on policy issues; 


e To fund and promote Social Science 
Research in  Universities/Colleges/ 
Research Institutes; 


e To award Doctoral, Post-doctoral, 
Senior and National Fellowships to 
researchers and faculties; 


e To award Minor, Major and 
Collaborative Research Projects to 
researchers and faculties; 


e To fund National and International 


Seminars and Conferences to 
disseminate social science research 
findings; 

e To support Training and Capacity 


Building Programmes for 


researchers and faculties;

e To provide International Travel and 
Data Collection Grant to scholars and 
faculties; 


e To encourage International Collabora- 
tion in social science research with well 
recognized foreign research funding 
agencies; 


e To fund publication of journals and 
books in social science research and 
also strengthen professional social 
science associations/organizations; 


e To provide library, documentation, data 
and online services for social science 
research; and 


e To indicate periodic themes in 
neglected and new critical areas of 
research. 

During the last about 53 years of its 


establishment, the ICSSR has been actively 
promoting and funding social science research 
in the country. It provides regular maintenance 
and development grant to its Research 
Institutes (on matching grant basis) to study 
National and Regional research issues from 
interdisciplinary perspectives. It also fully 
supports its six Regional Centres which 
represent the Council within their respective 
regions with a view to spread the programmes 
and schemes of the ICSSR. Under the 
International Collaboration Programme, ICSSR 
has signed bilateral collaborative agreements 
with 14 countries including the United 
Kingdom, Japan, South Africa, Germany, 
South Korea, Switzerland, Sri Lanka, Vietnam, 
Philippines, Netherlands, Sweden, Taiwan, 
Bosnia & Herzegovina, and Cultural Exchange 
Programmes with three countries, namely, 
France, China and Thailand to engage in 
activities such as exchange of scholars, joint 
seminars, research projects, publications, 
exchange of books and periodicals. The ICSSR 
also participates in the activities of the 
international social science organizations like 
International Science Council (ISC), Science 
Council of Asia (SCA) and UNESCO etc. The 
Council serves as the nodal agency for 
participating in the activities of the UNESCO’s 
MOST (Management of Social 


Transformation) and its 


implementation. 


programme 


Since its inception, the ICSSR has granted 
7488 Major, Minor and Collaborative Research 
Projects (Including IMPRESS), awarded 9200 
Doctoral Fellowships (7033 Full- term and 
2167 Short-term), 2817 Post-doctoral 
Fellowships, 825 Senior Fellowships and 174 
National Fellowships. It has sponsored 4358 
National and 1162 International seminars/ 
conferences, funded 2150 scholars for 
attending seminars abroad and 461 scholars for 
data collection abroad. The ICSSR has 
sponsored 1099 Training & Capacity Building 
Programmes for young faculties and 
researchers, provided financial assistance to 
1883 scholars for publication of their Doctoral 
Theses/Projects/Fellowship Reports/ 
Conference Proceedings, financially supported 
1075 social science journals and 396 
professional associations involved in social 
science research activities. It has also 
conducted Six Rounds of Surveys of current 
status of research in some social science 
disciplines, namely, Economics, Political 
Science, Sociology and Social Anthropology, 
Geography, and Psychology in the country. 
These surveys have also been published by 
ICSSR in collaboration with reputed publishers 
like Sage, Pearson and Oxford University Press 
(OUP) etc. The ICSSR used to publish 
prestigious social science research journal — 
‘The Indian Social Science Review’ which was 
discontinued in 2011. Now, we have restarted 
the journal and research papers and articles 
have been reviewed by experts of eminence. 
The shortlisted articles would be send for 
publication. Apart from this, the ICSSR 
provides research services like library, 
documentation, data and e-resources to several 
thousand social science scholars and faculties 
across the country through its National Social 
Science Documentation Centre (NASSDOC). 


The ICSSR has been offering its research- 
based advice, whenever needed, to the 
Government of India on policy relevant issues 
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and has contributed in the Newton-Vivekanand 
Programme with the U.K. It has also carried 
out studies for various Ministries of 
Government of India including Ministry of 
Social Justice & Empowerment, Ministry of 
Minority Affairs, Ministry of Home Affairs, 
and the Ministry of Science and Technology. In 
addition, there is considerable presence of 
ICSSR studies and references in various policy 
documents and reports of the Ministries and the 
Planning Commission (erstwhile). Moreover, 
the Member Secretary and Council members 
have regularly participated and contributed to 
the deliberations of other government 
organisations involved in policy making or 
implementation such as the University Grants 
Commission, Indian Statistical Institute, 
Council of Scientific and Industrial Research 
(CSIR), Indian Council of World Affairs, 
Indian Institute of Advanced Study, Niti 
Aayog, ICPR, ICHR etc. Many officers of the 
ICSSR have also given their presentations on 
various schemes of the Council. 


As the ICSSR has completed 53 years of its 
existence, it faces significant challenges 
alongside opportunities while giving direction 
to social science research in India and actively 
participating in social science research at 
global level. According to a University Grants 
Commission Report, there are 1047 
Universities in the country (54 Central 
Universities, 455 State Universities, 412 
Private Universities and 126 Deemed to be 
Universities). Similarly, as per the data drawn 
from International Standard Series Number 
(ISSN) and Ulrich International Periodical 
Directory data books, there were 2131 social 
science journals published in India during the 
period 2000-2015. 


The ICSSR Review Report (2007) mentions 
that while the scale and range of social science 
research in the country has expanded, the 
quality of research output of a majority of 
institutions as well as their contribution to a 
better understanding of socio-economic 
processes and shaping public policy have fallen 
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short of expectations. The quality also needs to 
be improved considering that the precious 
resources are being spent on research. The 
research quality constitutes a major challenge 
for all spheres of research in the country, 
including social science. 


Moreover, with the introduction of ‘National 
Institutional Ranking Framework (NIRF)’ by 
Ministry of Education, Government of India, in 
2015, there is a greater focus on research as the 
rankings significantly depend on the research 
orientation and related output of the institutes 
or universities. The entire issue has raised the 
concerns of the policy makers to adopt newer 


enhancing the research quality and culture to 
improve the global rankings of the Indian 
institutes and universities. This is also 
reflected with increase in 'Institute of National 
Importance’, which is conferred on a premier 
public higher education institution in India by 
an Act of Parliament of India. Thus, all 
institutions entrusted with the task of 
promoting and supporting researches like the 
ICSSR face this key challenge of promoting 
advanced, novel and cutting-edge researches to 
help institutes and universities in improving 
their national and global rankings, and also 
build a robust research culture in the country. 
There are enormous existing opportunities that

play a leading role in social science research 
and policy, at country as well as international 
levels. 


The 21st century is widely said to belong to 
Asia, where India, Japan and China are 
perceived as major actors. India and China 
have already been emerging at a rapid growth 
rate in the last three decades. The end of the 
Cold War and the growing impact of 
globalisation also require India to redefine its 
position and role at the regional and global 
levels. Ever since economic liberalisation of 
the 1990s, India’s global presence has been 
steadily rising. India is now one of the fastest 
growing economies for more than three 
decades, and it is world’s fifth largest economy 
after the United States, China, Japan and 
Germany (in nominal GDP terms) and the third 
-largest by Purchasing Power Parity (PPP) (as 
per IMF & World Bank). In next few years, it 
is projected to be among the largest three 
economies of the world. There are many issues 
that constitute common research concerns of 
the world, and at the same time there are a 
number of country and policy specific research 
concerns that nations are interested in getting 
examined with a view to understanding the 
existing problems and finding their possible 
solutions. Rising population, national security, 
development pattern, water resources, climate 
change, sustainability, migration, urban 
infrastructure, inclusiveness etc. could be 
some of India’s specific concerns. Many times, 
nations converge in terms of their common 
problems and so, the research concerns. 


India’s aspiration to become one of the global 
leaders in knowledge creation rests on its 
research capabilities and infrastructure. The 
researches ultimately have to and must serve 
the society and should contribute towards 
policy formulation and its objective 
assessment. At the same time, the modern 
researches are crossing the tight compartments 
of disciplines and moving towards inter and 
multi-disciplinarity, where many disciplines 
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combine their intellectual and infrastructural 
resources to achieve the common objective of 
larger welfare. In this respect, the ICSSR’s role 
acquires a greater significance as we have been 
promoting such inter or multidisciplinary 
researches. Even developments in science and 
technology require social science perspective 
for greater acceptability of new developments 
and preparing society to accept and adapt to 
those developments. Fortunately, all these 
aspects of robust research and innovation base 
have been well captured by the ‘National 
Education Policy, 2020’ which underlines 
“Knowledge creation and research are well 
known to be centrally critical to growing and 
sustaining a large and vibrant economy, 
uplifting society, and continuously inspiring a 
nation to achieve even greater heights” 
“A robust ecosystem of research is perhaps 
more important than ever with the rapid 
changes occurring in the world today.....” 


India is viewed as a major stakeholder in global 
political, economic and technological 
environment, and, therefore, its research output 
is expected to have a larger share in global 
quality researches. New researches are leading 
to many paradigm shifts and are challenging 
colonial concepts and theories. There is also a 
greater emphasis in the country on analyzing 
India's challenges and problems based on our 
own socio-political and economic conditions 
instead of seeing them through unquestioned 
western prism and conditions. Such researches 
are better placed to solve various local or 
community and country specific problems and 
suggest innovative solutions and alternatives. 


In terms of publication in Social Science 
Research, India comes in top five Countries. 
ICSSR comes in India's top institutions which 
specialises in Social Science Research. Major 
thurst areas of research includes Climate 
Change, Health Care Services, Environmental 
Pollution, Agricultural Land and Profit, 
Biodiversity and Ecosystem, Globalization and 
Energy Consumption, Globalization and 
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Climate Change. In 2021, ICSSR's share of 
publication in Social Science Research in the 
world has come to 4.41%. And this has made 
ICSSR climb to 5th rank globally in the 
domain of Social Science Research publication. 


The ICSSR aspires to give a Big Push to social 
science research in India with the support of 
the government and other research 
organisations. India’s high growth rate of social 
science publications at international level 
(Scopus Statistics) is a strong indicator of 
India’s role now and also in years to come. It is 
also reflected in (The Time Higher Education) 
THE Ranking 2022, where universities from 
India are placed in the top 300 universities in 
the World. Largely conscious of its new role, 
the ICSSR has undertaken some vital steps in 
this regard. Now, it is focusing on both, 
quantitative expansion of its programmes and 
schemes and delivery of quality research 
output. During the year 2021-22, the ICSSR 
has provided financial assistance to several 
hundred scholars, faculties and research 
organisations to encourage and promote quality 
social science research in the country as given 
in Table No.1.1. 


ICSSR Organisational Structure: The 
ICSSR’s highest decision-making body, known 
as the Council has 26 members, which includes 


the ICSSR Chairman and the Member- 
Secretary, 18 Social Scientists, one Co-opted 
member and 6 Ex-officio members 
representing the Government of India. The list 
containing members of the Governing Council 
is given at Appendix-1. 


The Member Secretary is the Chief Executive 
Officer and heads the ICSSR Secretariat 
consisting of Directors, Deputy Directors, 
Assistant Directors and other officials. The 
ICSSR’s officials, apart from their normal 
official duties, keep contributing through 
research papers, articles, articles in edited 
books, journals etc. and have also delivered 
lectures during the reporting year. 


The Council has three standing committees 
namely Research Committee (RC), Research 
Institutes Committee (RIC) and Planning and 
Administration Committee (PAC). During the 
financial year 2021-22, the ICSSR has conduc- 
ted its meetings following Covid-19 guidelines 
of the Council, Research Committee, Research 
Institutes Committee and Planning & Adminis- 
tration Committee for the smooth functioning 
of different divisions.

Research Projects 


Research Projects, both individual and 
institutional, are important ways to promote 
social science research in the country. The 
research projects may belong to any of the 
social science disciplines or may be multi- 
disciplinary in nature. The specific objectives 
of the programme are: (a) to support high 
quality independent programme of research; 
(b) to provide opportunities for training of 
future researchers; (c) to contribute to the 
development of new theoretical or method- 
logical approaches to research; (d) to maintain 
and sustain various disciplinary research 
activities; (e) to foster and promote collabora- 
tive, interdisciplinary and multidisciplinary 
research activities among researchers in social 
science; and (f) to facilitate communication of 
research outputs both within and outside the 
academic community and also to provide key 
inputs to policy makers. 


The ICSSR awards two types of Research 
Projects to Indian scholars: (a) Major and 
Minor Research Projects earlier known as 
Research Projects (Responsive) (b) Research

Major and Minor Research Projects 


Major and Minor Projects are basically demand 
-driven. Under this scheme, the ICSSR 
provides grant to scholars to conduct research 
on the topics of their choice. The year-wise 
position of research projects sanctioned since 
inception and reports received till 31st March 
2022 is furnished in Table 2.1. 


Research Programmes 


Research Programmes are a series of research 
studies undertaken simultaneously or 
sequentially on themes of significance and 
priority in policy and Social Science Research. 
These studies, identified by the ICSSR from 
time to time, are expected to be inter- 
disciplinary or miulti-disciplinary or inter- 


institutional in nature for critical understanding 
of new social science research issues and 
develop deeper understanding in terms of 
theory, methodology, new findings and policy 
outcomes. However, high impact studies which 
are extensive in structure but fall within the 
ambit of a single discipline are also considered. 


The scheme of Research Projects (Sponsored) 
or Research Programme was launched in 2011- 
12 with All India Report on Educational Status 
of Scheduled Castes & Scheduled Tribes and 
De-notified Tribes (DNT) for various states. 
Year-wise position of research programmes 
sanctioned since 2011-12, projects cancelled/ 
withdrawn/closed and reports received till 31st 
March 2022 is given in Table 2.2.

ICSSR website on August 5, 2021.Applications 
(online) were invited for ICSSR Research 
Projects for the year 2021-22 with a deadline of 
September 6, 2021, which was extended till 
September 12, 2021. On deadline, the 
Secretariat received 5897 applications. Out of 
this, 454 applications were for the Research 
Programme and 5443 for the Major/Minor 
Research Projects. ICSSR used rigorous evalua 
-tion process involving senior Social Scientists 
as experts, which included screening, shortlist- 
ting, critical evaluation and interaction-cum- 
presentation with detailed discussion on 
budget. 


After completing the due procedures, 58 
Research Programmes, 205 Major Research 
Projects and 143 Minor Research Projects were 
awarded. The details of Research Programmes 
and Projects sanctioned during the reporting 
year have been given in Appendix-3. 


During this year, 55 final reports of “Special 
Call for Studies Focusing on Social Science 
Dimensions of COVID-19”, 140 Major and 


Minor Research Projects and 21 Research 
Programmes sanctioned in earlier years were 
received. The details of final reports received 
under Research Programme and Major/Minor 
Projects have been given in Appendix-3. The 
total expenditure for 2021-22 for Research 
Projects was Rs. 2011.75 lakh (Rs. 1880.66 
lakh under General, Rs. 51.68 lakh under SC 
and Rs. 79.41 lakh under ST). The grant 
includes expenditure for Major/Minor Research 
Projects and Research Programme. 


Research Fellowships 


The Research Fellowships have been envisaged 
by ICSSR to provide research opportunities to 
young, senior and established social scientists, 
which are accomplished by engaging them in 
full-time research on the important themes of 
their choice, through four categories of 
fellowships, namely, National Fellowship, 
Senior Fellowship, Post-Doctoral Fellowship 
and Doctoral Fellowship. These fellowships are 
offered to scholars who are at various levels of

National Fellowships 


National Fellowships are aimed at providing 
opportunities to eminent Indian Social Scien- 
tists to engage themselves in full-time research 
that have the potential to contribute to advance- 
ment of knowledge in social sciences on 
important themes of their choice or to write 
books based on their research. The ICSSR has 
so far awarded 174 National Fellowships. 
During the year under report, two National 
Fellowships were in progress, which were 
awarded last year and five final reports were 
received pertaining to previous years. The 
relevant details are given in Table 2.3. 


Senior Fellowships 


Senior Fellowships are awarded to outstanding 


Indian Social Scientists for conducting full 
time research on themes and issues of national 
and social concerns proposed by the applicants. 
These studies are expected to contribute to 
theoretical and conceptual advancement in 
different disciplines, help to generate field 
work based empirical data and contribute in 
policy making. The ICSSR has so far awarded 
825 Senior Fellowships. During the year 
30 Senior Fellowships were awarded and 24 
final reports were received pertaining to 
previous years. The relevant details are given 
in Table 2.4. 


Post-doctoral Fellowships 


Post-Doctoral Fellowships are awarded to 
young Indian Social Scientists with a high 
potential and promise for conducting full time 
research on specific themes and issues

These studies are 
expected to contribute to theoretical and 
conceptual advancement in different 
disciplines, help to generate field work based 
empirical data and contribute in policy making. 
The ICSSR has so far awarded 2817 Post- 
doctoral Fellowships. During the year under 
report, 243 Post-doctoral Fellowships were 
awarded and 176 Final Reports were received 
pertaining to previous years. The relevant 
details are given in Table 2.5. 


In order to encourage active participation by 
scholars, the ICSSR fellows are required to 
produce at least two research papers/articles in 
reputed journals during the course of their 
fellowship, related to the theme of their 
research. In the year of 2021-22, 437 research 
papers have been published by fellows in 
various research journals. Out of these, 52 
research papers were published in Scopus 


Indexed journals, 72 in UGC listed research 
Journals, 184 in International and 95 in 
National Journals and 34 as Book Chapters. 
The respective lists of publications are given in 
Appendix 4. 


New Awards 


For the current financial year, ICSSR 
Secretariat issued an Advertisement on the 
ICSSR website on 27 July 2021. Online 
applications were invited for Senior and Post- 
Doctoral Fellowship for the year 2021-22 with 
a deadline till 26 August 2021. Time was 
extended till 28 August 2021. On deadline, the 
Secretariat received 204 applications for Senior 
Fellowship and 1466 for Post-Doctoral 
Fellowship. ICSSR has used rigorous evalua- 
tion process involving senior Social Scientists 
as experts, which included screening, short- 
listing, critical evaluation and interaction-cum- 
presentation.

After completing the due procedures, 30 Senior 
and 243 Post-Doctoral Fellowships were 
awarded.

During the year 2021-22, the total budget 
allocation/expenditure for National/Senior/ 
Post-doctoral Fellowship schemes was Rs. 
1679.96 Lakh (General-Rs. 1347.22 Lakh, SC- 
236.76 Lakh, ST-Rs. 95.98 Lakh). 


Doctoral Fellowships 


ICSSR Doctoral Fellowships are awarded to 
selected registered Ph.D. scholars to pursue and 
complete their doctoral theses in social science 
disciplines. The main aim is to provide finan- 
cial support to scholars to enable them to focus 
full time on their research work and bring out 
quality research output in the form of their 
Ph.D. theses and publications. 


ICSSR is providing Doctoral Fellowships 
under its ‘Centrally-Administered Doctoral 
Fellowship Scheme’ and ‘Institutional Doctoral 
Fellowship Scheme’ in accordance with the 
prescribed guidelines. In case of ‘Centrally- 
Administered Scheme’, the fellowships are 
awarded and monitored directly by ICSSR and 
the concerned doctoral fellows are affiliated to 
a university or college. Under the ‘Institutional 
Fellowship Scheme’, the doctoral fellows are 
affiliated to and monitored by an ICSSR 
sponsored / recognized research institute. The 
Call for the ‘Centrally-Administered Doctoral 
Fellowships’ is given by ICSSR and the 
fellowships are awarded after screening and 
evaluation by Expert Committees. The call for 
‘Institutional Doctoral Fellowships’ is given by 
the respective research institutes and after 
preliminary scrutiny, the short-listed 
applications are sent to ICSSR for evaluation 
by its experts and final awards. ‘Institutional 


Doctoral Fellowships’ are essentially for a 
tenure of two years or till the theses submission 
at the university, whichever is earlier. 


Within ICSSR’s  Centrally-Administered 
Doctoral Fellowship programme, there are 
following three types of schemes: 


1. The ‘Full-Term Doctoral Fellowship’ is 
awarded for a period of two years or till 
the theses submission at the university, 
whichever is earlier. 


2. The ‘Short-Term Doctoral Fellowship’ 
is awarded for six months period to 
support scholars who are at final stages 
of their doctoral work. 


3. ‘Contingency Grant’ is a consolidated 
grant for meeting the expenses on 
theses work and are provided to 
scholars who have not received any 
contingency grant. 
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Doctoral Fellowships Awards, 2021-22 


ICSSR had invited online applications for its 
three schemes of Centrally-Administered 
Doctoral Fellowships for the year 2021-22 by 
placing a Call of Applications on its website on 
15 July 2021. Simultaneously, the institutes 
were asked to initiate the process of inviting 
applications. In response to this, 2,399 
applications were received, 2,314 were logged- 
in online for the Centrally-Administered 
Fellowships schemes and 85 applications were 
received from 16 institutes. Eventually, 2,287 
applicants qualified for evaluation of research 
proposals by the Expert Committee(s) (2,128 
for Centrally-Administered Full-Term 
fellowship, 65 for Short-Term fellowship, 13 
for Contingency Grant and 81 for Institutional 
fellowship). Expert Committee(s) of eighty 
members was constituted to undertake 
assessment of the 2,287 research proposals. 
Subsequently, ICSSR provisionally awarded

456 were awarded under Centrally- 
Administered and 31 under the Institutional 
Doctoral Fellowships schemes. Out of the 456 
Centrally-Administered awardees, 381 
belonged to General, 72 to SC and 34 to ST 
categories. 


The Research Institute-wise details of the 85 
applications received for Institutional Doctoral 
Fellowships from 16 Research Institutes and 31 
Fellowships awarded, is given in Table 2.6. 


In addition to this, 24 applicants were awarded 
ICSSR Short-Term Fellowships and 2 were 
awarded Contingency Grant. Overall, ICSSR 
awarded 513 Doctoral Fellowships in the year 
2021-22 under its four schemes on which the 
committed expenditure was Rs. 2564.84 lakhs.

Ph. D. Theses and Publications Received 
in 2021-22 


During the year 2021-22, 370 Ph.D. theses 
were submitted by the ICSSR Doctoral 
Fellows, including 46 received from the 
Institutional Fellowship awardees. The list may 
be seen at Appendix 4. 


ICSSR took proactive steps to seek information 
on publications carried out by its Doctoral 
Fellowship awardees of 2018-19 and 2019-20 
batches and in response have received copies of 
686 research papers (610 papers have been 
published in journals and 76 in edited books). 
Out of the 610 papers published in journals, 51 
papers have been published in Scopus-Indexed 
journals and 151 in UGC CARE listed journals. 
Of these 610 publications in journals 338 have 
been published in International and 272 in 
National journals. The respective list of the 51 
papers published in Scopus-Indexed journals 
and 151 in UGC CARE listed journals are 
given in Appendix 4. 


Status of ICSSR Doctoral Fellowships 


ICSSR has so far awarded 9,200 doctoral 
fellowships of Full-Term and Short-Term 
tenures since its inception in 1969. Out of this, 
7,033 were full-Term fellowships that were 
awarded by ICSSR as well as its research 
institutes and subsequently 6,133 awardees 
availed the fellowship grant. In all, ICSSR has 
received 2495 Ph. D. theses from its awardees, 
which is a consequence of receiving 370 theses 
in the year 2021-22. The year-wise information 
of the number of ICSSR Full-Term Doctoral 
Fellowships awarded till 2021-22, fellowships 
withdrawn by the awardees and theses received 
by ICSSR from its awardees over the years 
may be seen in the Table 2.7. 


Future Perspective 


ICSSR shall continue its endeavor to support 
and encourage meritorious Ph.D. scholars to 
pursue their doctoral research in varied 
disciplines of social sciences and enable them 
to bring out quality research outputs in the 
form of their theses and publications. 


In its pursuit of supporting quality research of 
contemporary significance, ICSSR shall 
especially focus on the current relevance of the 
proposed research in its selection of fellow- 
ships. This is achieved by taking into consi- 
deration the specific contributions the study 
proposes, in terms of its implications on policy, 
result-oriented recommendations in planning 
and in generating knowledge in the existing 
body of research in the area. 


The monitoring of fellowships awarded shall 
be more scholar-oriented and aimed to facile- 
tate and persuade the young scholars for buil- 
ding better research capacities, participation in 
research activities, publications and timely 
submissions of doctoral theses.

India is one of the major activities of ICSSR to 
promote deliberations on issues of high 
importance in social science research. They 
provide opportunities to researchers and 
academicians to exchange views and research 
findings, discuss important research questions 
on policy relevant issues, and generate 
academic research reports on important social 
problems. Although, the Council itself 
organises a few seminars, most of its support is 
in the form of partial financial assistance to 
academic institutions for organising national 
and international seminars or conferences. 


During the financial year 2021-22, ICSSR 
received over 242 proposals for organizing 
International/National Seminars/Conferences 
from all across India, out of which 131 
proposals were selected for funding by the 
Expert Committee. This included 30 
International and 101 National Seminar 
proposals involving a total expenditure of Rs. 
204.70 lakh. The list of seminars approved 
may be seen at Appendix 5.

During the financial year 2021-22, ICSSR 
received over 147 proposals for organizing 
national seminars/conferences from all across 
India out of which 95 proposals were selected 
for funding by the Expert Committee.

The ICSSR has organized a ‘Round Table 
Discussion’ of all major Stakeholders on 
“Startups for New and Atmanirbhar Bharat” on 
9th September 2021. The Round Table 
discussed the issues related to Startups and the 
way forward for harnessing their potential for 
technological shift, growth, competitiveness 
and generation of employment opportunities in 
the economy. The Round Table discussed the 
issues with a group comprising of major 
stakeholders including researchers, 
policymakers, representatives of Start-ups and 
industry associations. Around 30-35 
participants actively participated in the Round 
Table discussion. Dr. Krishnamurthy 
Subramanian, Chief Economic Advisor, 
Ministry of Finance, Government of India 
delivered the Keynote Address in the Round 
Table. Shri N. K. Singh, Former Chairman, 
15th Finance Commission, Govt. of India 
delivered Special Remarks. 


International Travel Grant for Paper 
Presentation/ Data Collection Abroad 


The aim of this programme is to assist social 
science scholars in making substantial contri- 
butions to important International Seminars/ 
Conferences. The programme thus promotes 
academic links amongst the social scientists in 
India and abroad, provides opportunity to 
develop new insights and enlarges their 
research perspectives and contributes to the 
advancement and dissemination of knowledge 
in social science subjects. 


In pursuance of its policy to promote closer 
contacts between India and overseas social 
scientists, the ICSSR has developed two pro- 
grammes. Under the first, financial assistance 
is provided to Indian scholars, who have been 
invited to contribute and present papers at 
International Conferences abroad. In its second

Training and Capacity Building Pro- 
gramme 


The basic requirement for a high-quality 
research in Social Science is the training in the 
science and art of doing research. While the 
philosophical basis of social science research is 
common to all disciplines of social sciences, 
different subjects have evolved their own 
theoretical frameworks and discipline specific 
techniques of research. However, scholars 
engaging themselves in interdisciplinary or 
multi-disciplinary research need to familiarize 
themselves with the research methodologies 
applied in disciplines other than their own in 
which they are trained. Moreover, from the 
stage of identification of research problem to 
methodology and finally, reporting and 
analysis of findings and also publication of 
these findings, there are several aspects in 
which a good researcher has to refine his/her 
skills. Therefore, the ICSSR supports and 
sponsors Research Methodology and Capacity 
Building Programmes in Universities and 
Research Institutes. 


The ICSSR provides grants to the social 
science faculties for organizing ‘Research 
Methodology and Capacity Building Pro- 
grammes’ for young researchers and faculties 
in various social science disciplines, which 
may include training in multi-disciplinary areas 
and research tools. The programme is divided 
into the following two categories: 
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(A) Research Methodology Course (RMC) 


The aim of the course is to enhance the 
methodological and writing skills of the PDF/ 
Ph.D./M.Phil scholars and develop their 
potentials as future faculties or social science 
researchers. 


(B) Capacity Building Programme (CBP) 


The objective of this programme is to expose 
the young faculties, mainly Assistant 
Professors, in social science disciplines to the 
latest advances in their subjects and also to 
improve their capacity in understanding of 
methodology and writing skills. 


Since 1971, when the programme was first 
conceptualised and till 2021-22, 1099 Research 
Methodology, and Capacity Building Pro- 
grammes have been funded by the ICSSR. 
During the year under report, a total of 104 
proposals for both Research Methodology 
Course and Capacity Building Programme 
(RMC- 62 and CBP- 42) were received and 
placed before the Expert Committees for

evaluation. The Committees had approved 55 
proposals (31 under Research Methodology 
Course and 24 under Capacity Building) with a 
total expenditure of Rs. 106.09 lakh. The lists 
of Research Methodology Course and Capacity 
Building Courses approved in the year may be 
seen at Appendix - 6.

Future Perspectives 


Short-term Training Course to impart highly 
focused training to young scholars in research 
writing, data processing and computer applica- 
tions for lesser number of days involving 
reduced financial support is being introduced 
apart from the usual ten-day RMC and two 
weeks CBP. 


Research Survey and Publications 


Research Survey and Publication Programme is 
another major activity of the ICSSR through 
which it disseminates important research 
outputs produced both within and outside the 
Council. Under its publication programme, the 
Council provides grants to (a) Indian nationals 
for publication of their Doctoral Theses, 
Project/Fellowship Reports, Monographs and 
Seminar/Workshop Papers in the areas of 
social sciences and (b) Professional 
associations/organisations of social scientists 
including universities, colleges and research 
institutes for publication or continuing with 
their research journal(s). It also provides ad- 
hoc grants to professional associations/ 
organisations of social scientists for 
maintenance and developmental activities. So 
far, the ICSSR has published their 1883 books, 
supported 1075 associations/organisations for 
publication of their research journals and 
provided adhoc grant to 396 associations/ 
organisations for maintenance & development 
activities. During the year 2021-22, 15 doctoral 
theses and research reports were published with 
ICSSR grant. Similarly, 35 professional 


organizations/associations of social scientists 
received ICSSR grant of Rs. 32.35 lakh 
for publication of their research journals and 
15 organisations received grant amounting to 
Rs. 45.80 lakh for their maintenance and 
infrastructural development. 


The details of published books, grants given to 
professional associations/organisations for 
Maintenance & Development and grants for 
publication of Research Journals are given in 
Appendix 7 and Table 2.11. 


Moreover, since its inception, the Council has 
undertaken the task of surveying research 
developments in chosen disciplines of social 
science through its programme of ‘Surveys of 
Research’. The core objective of the surveys is 
to have a comprehensive overview of research 
under taken during a specified period, 
involving stock-taking of what has been 
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achieved in a particular social science 
discipline or area in terms of theory, 
methodology, empirical evidence and the gaps 
which need to be prioritized for future 
researches. So far, the ICSSR has published 
around 70 Volumes of Research Surveys and 
60 other publications. 


The Council has completed the Sixth Round of 
ICSSR Research Survey in the disciplines of 
Psychology, Political Science, Geography, 
Sociology & Social Anthropology and 
Economics covering the period 2003-2009 and 
published these Research Survey Reports 
through M/s Oxford University Press (OUP), 
New Delhi. 


The Seventh Round of Research Survey would 
start very soon in various disciplines of Social 
Science.

Centre (NASSDOC) 


The National Social Science Documentation 
Centre (NASSDOC) was established in 1970 as 
a division of the ICSSR. It provides library and 
information services to the social science 
research community including academic 
institutions, autonomous research organisa- 
tions, policy making bodies, planning and 
research units of the government departments 
etc. To meet the technology-driven world 
challenges, it uses web-based digital 
environment to create, apply and utilise the 
information with its automated library 
collection, Web-OPAC, online databases/ e- 
resources, digital repository, information 
gateway etc. Major activities and services of 
the NASSDOC include Library, Reference & 
Information Services, E-resources for ICSSR's 
Research Institutes & Regional Centres, 
Compilation of Short Bibliographies/Literature 
Search Services; Microfilm & Microfiche 
Services; Continuing Education Programme; 
Value Added Services like Current Awareness 
Service (CAS); National Knowledge Network 
internet facility to access e-resources in social 
sciences, with the state of the art ‘Digital 
Resources Learning Centre (DRLC)’. In 
addition to this, NASSDOC has a ‘Sales and 
Distribution Unit’ to supply publications of the 
ICSSR. 
Library, Reference and Information 
Services 


NASSDOC has a wide range of document 
collections (28130) comprising of reference 
source collections like bibliographies, 
encyclopaedias, directories etc; grey collection 
consisting of doctoral theses, research project 
reports; a unique collection on research 
methodology, research surveys; and a strategic 
collection on all social science disciplines 
including library & information science, and 
computer & information technology and 


13,581 bound volumes of journals. The Library 
is open from 9:30 AM to 6:00 PM from 
Monday to Saturday and is closed on Sundays 
and on all gazetted holidays. 


A total number of 2715 research scholars 
visited NASSDOC during the year 2021-22. A 
large number of reference queries were 
attended through correspondence/e-mail etc. 
Research related information was provided to 
scholars from NASSDOC’s collection, its in- 
house databases, and by exploring electronic 


sources and several other internet-based 
resources. 
Library Membership: ICSSR-NASSDOC 


Library’s Membership is open to the following 
categories of readers: 


Official Members: These include ICSSR 
Council Members / Senior Officials of the 
ICSSR Secretariat and regular professional 
staff of the ICSSR (i.e. Research Assistants/ 
Documentation Assistants and above). They 
are entitled to borrow books from the library. 


Consulting Members: Consultation facility is 
extended to academicians, research scholars, 
students and members of general public, 
including retired persons and other categories 
of readers as well. 


ICSSR Beneficiary Members: All scholars 
and researchers who have benefited from the 
various ICSSR programmes and schemes are 
given this membership. 


Borrowing Members: Borrowing facility is 
extended to social scientists, academicians, 
students and general readers who are registered 
as members of the library. Books are issued 
against a deposit of Rs.1000/- per book. Two 
books can be issued to an individual member at 
a time. 


Institutional Members: Institutional member- 
ship is also available. Five books can be 
borrowed by an institutional member for a 
period of one month. 


Guest Reader: There is no fee for guest readers 
who want to consult the library for a day or 
two. They are issued a guest card for the day. 


Library membership form is available at library 
counter and Online through our website at 
www.icssr.org. A total number of 277 scholars 
have taken membership including Guest 
Members during the year 2021-22 and one 
institution have renewed their membership. 


Circulation of Documents (Issue/Return): 
The NASSDOC is usually providing services 
to a researcher who is working for his/her 
Doctorate/ Post-doctorate or writing a 
conference paper or working on some 
academic research project. For this purpose, he/ 
she needs journal articles, grey literature 
including institutional papers e.g. working 
papers, discussion papers, and occasional 
papers etc. This is a consultation collection, 
which has to be used in the reading room only 
by a scholar. However, a total number of 71 
documents, other than grey literature, were 
circulated among the borrowing members. 


Inter-library Loan: For providing books/ 
journals to scholars/libraries, which are not 
available in NASSDOC, it usually gets them on 
loan from other libraries. Similarly, books and 
journals are issued to outside libraries and 
during 2021, 23 books were issued to outside 
libraries. Being a member of DELNET 
(Developing Libraries Network), NASSDOC 
used its inter-library loan services. 


E-resources: Three computer terminals in the 
reading hall are specifically devoted for the use 
of e-resources. Members can also refer to 
online journals in the library. Eleven online 
e-resources (all subscribed) and other digital 
resources are available for use in the library. 
These e-resources were used by 106 scholars in 
the NASSDOC premises. Besides these 
scholars, e-resources were also used heavily for 
answering reference queries, for compilation of 
bibliographies and for providing other services 
of NASSDOC. 
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Acquisition of Research Material-Books/ 
Theses/ Periodicals/ E-resources: During the 
reporting year, 629 documents have been added 
to the NASSDOC collection. It includes 150 
purchased books, 429 research reports and 50 
books as gift in print format. A total of 77 
Journals including 35 Indian and 42 foreign 
journals were subscribed for the period 2021- 
22, 206 periodicals were received through 
gratis, 14 daily newspapers and 13 popular 
magazines were also subscribed for the readers. 
Annual Reports of Ministries and Departments 
of Govt. of India and various institutes were 
also added to the collection of NASSDOC. The 
following e-resources were subscribed for 
NASSDOC: 1. EconLit with Full Text 
(EBSCO), 2. Education Source (EBSCO), 3. 
IndiaStat (Datanet India), 4. J-Gate Social & 
Management Sciences, Arts and Humanities 
(Informatics), 5. JSTOR (ITHAKA), 6. LISTA 
with full text (Library, Information Science and 
Technology Abstracts) (EBSCO), 7. Political 
Science Complete (EBSCO), 8. Prowess IQ 
(Centre for Monitoring Indian Economy), 9. 
PsycArticles (EBSCO), 10. SocIndex with Full 
Text (EBSCO) (Sociology), and 11. DELNET 
(Developing Library Network). 


E-resources for ICSSR Research Institutes 
(RI): In order to enhance the research 
capabilities of ICSSR’s Research Institutes and 
Regional Centres with advancing knowledge 
in social science, NASSDOC subscribed 4 
e-resources for them during 2021-22. 
Information about the number of institutions to 


which independent and free access was 
provided is given below in Table 2.12.

2021-22, 16 short and select bibliographies 
with abstracts (NASSDOC Appendix) were 
compiled and supplied to research scholars on 
the basis of demand received from them. 


Subject Bibliographies: During 2021-22, 12 
bibliographies had been prepared on various 
subject themes, which were listed in 
NASSDOC Appendix. So far 188 scholars 
have consulted these bibliographies during this 
period. 


Availability of Web-Based Catalogue 
(WebOPAC): The entire collection of 
NASSDOC library services including Books, 
Journals, E-Resources, Theses, Research 
reports, Microfilms, Working Papers can be 
accessed through WebOPAC from the ICSSR 
website (www.icssr.org/nassdoc) on 24X7 
basis from anywhere. So far 4776 users have 
accessed it. 


New Initiative of Plagiarism Checking: 
During this period, NASSDOC has undertaken 
to check proposals, articles and research reports 
for plagiarism to uphold academic integrity. A 
total of 753 articles/ research reports were 
checked for their similarity. 


Data Services: During this period, 2669 
datasets had been provided to the scholars 
which were from reputed institutions like: 
AIIMS, Central Universities, Deemed 
Universities, and State Universities, IITs, Govt. 
bodies, ICAI, NIT etc., on the topics such as, 
Debt and Investment; Domestic Tourism; 
Economic Census; Education; Employment 
and Unemployment; Enterprise; Health care; 
Household Consumer Expenditure; Housing 
Condition; Tribal Study; Rural Studies; Urban 
Slum Studies; Unorganised Sector; Trade and 
Time Survey; Literacy and Culture Studies; 
Industries Study etc. 


Microfilm & Microfiche Services: 
NASSDOC has a good collection (approx. 


about 3500) of microfilms & microfiches along 
with a microfilm reader facility and 32 scholars 
have benefited with this service during this 
period. 


Continuing Education Programme: To keep 
in touch with the latest developments and 
develop specialised skills in accessing social 
science information, NASSDOC organises 
short-term training workshops/seminars/ 
interactive sessions and lectures under this 
Programme on a regular basis. During this 
period, eight (8) training/orientation sessions 
were conducted for the academic community 
on the access and usage of online resources 
such as: (a) J-Gate; (b) Prowess IQ; (c) 
IndiaStat; (d) JSTOR; (e) EBSCOHOST 
including EconLit, Political Science Complete, 
Soc-Index, Education Source and Psych 
Articles; (f) NASSDOC Remotexs: An Online 
Digital Resources Access Portal. These training 
programs benefited more than 260 bonafides 
library scholars during this period. 


Value Added Services: Current Awareness 
Service (CAS) is provided by bringing out 
different publications at regular periodic 
intervals under “NASSDOC Research 
Information Series”. During 2021-22, 12 issues 
of New Arrivals, List of New Additions with

International Collaboration 


p social science research through 
international collaboration is one of the 
major approaches followed by the ICSSR. 
Under this programme, the Council provides 
opportunity to both Indian and foreign scholars 
to interact, learn, research and contribute to 
social science In India and abroad. The Council 
undertakes several important activities under 
the programme which include bilateral and 
multilateral collaborations with foreign funding 
councils and social science organisations, 
providing financial assistance to Indian 
scholars for presenting papers in international 
conferences & data collection abroad etc. 


The ICSSR has established strong bilateral 
social science collaborative agreements with its 
counterparts abroad. Besides, the Council is 
one of the implementing agencies of the 
‘Cultural Exchange Programme’ and 
‘Educational Exchange Programme’ of the 
Government of India with other countries. 


Our crucial task is to promote and fund inno- 
vative, interdisciplinary/multidisciplinary and 
policy relevant social science research in the 
country and thus, lead the way in which social 
science research is to be shaped and 
strengthened in India which also incorporates 
collaborative research with similar Councils or 
agencies abroad. Its vision is to nurture, train 
and build capacity of social scientists through a 
comprehensive, challenging and innovative 
training in research. 


The ICSSR in its endeavor to encourage 
dialogue and discussion on important issues of 
social science relevance provides financial 
assistance to organize national & international 


conferences/seminars in India. The ICSSR’s 
‘Seminar Grant Scheme’ aims at facilitating 
research in discipline specific areas of social 
science as well as in interdisciplinary areas. 


The International Collaboration Programme of 
the ICSSR provides an opportunity to both 
Indian and foreign scholars in the field of 
social sciences to interact and research. 
Financial assistance is also provided to Indian 
social scientists, who have been invited to 
present and contribute paper at seminars/ 
conferences abroad. The ICSSR also provides 
financial assistance to social scientists who 
have a plan to visit abroad for the purpose of 
data collection or consulting archival material 
in connection with their research work. 


The ICSSR has emerged, over the years, as a 
premier social science research organization in 
India with a highly visible international 
presence. Activities relating to promoting 
academic links among social scientists of India 
and other countries of the world have been the 
prime task of the ‘International Collaboration 
Division’. The Division, on behalf of the 
Council, leads programmes of collaboration 
and joint research with several countries and 
organizations. 


International Collaboration Programme 


While the ICSSR is continuing its cooperation 
with the existing programmes of different 
countries like National Research Council of 
Thailand (NRCT), Thailand; Vietnam 
Academy of Social Science (VASS), Vietnam; 
National Science Foundation (NSF), Sri Lanka; 
Economic and Social Research Council 


(ESRC), UK; The Netherlands Scientific 
Organization (NWO), The Netherlands; 
German Research Foundation (DFG), 
Germany; Korean Social Science Research 
Council (KOSSREC), Republic of Korea; 
Swiss National Science Foundation (SNSF), 
Switzerland; Ministry of Science and 
Technology (MOST), Taipei, Taiwan; Japan 
Society for Promotion of Science (JSPS), 
Japan; National Institute for the Humanities 
and Social Sciences (NIHSS), South Africa; 
Philippine Social Science Council (PSSC), 
Philippines; British Council (BC), UK; 
European Commission (EC); Institute of 
Oriental Studies (IOS), Russian Academy of 
Science, Moscow; Swedish Research Council 
for Health, Working Life and Welfare (FORTE), 
Sweden; Academy of Sciences and Arts of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina (ANUBiH), Sarajevo, 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. The ICSSR has 
multilateral collaborations with EU-India Plat- 
form on Social Sciences and Humanities 
(EqUIP). 


Besides, the ICSSR has been participating in 
the activities of international social science 
organizations such as International Science 
Council (ISC), Science Council of Asia (SCA), 
The Latin American Council of Social Sciences 
(CLACSO), and Association of Asian Social 
Science Research Councils (AASSREC). The 
ICSSR is also the nodal agency of the Sub- 
Commission on Social Sciences constituted by 
the Ministry of Education under the Indian 
National Commission for Cooperation with 
UNESCO (INCCU). 


Broad-basing ICSSR through Inter- 
disciplinary and _ Trans-disciplinary 
Collaborations 


In India, there are scientific, medical and 
agricultural councils, which too have 
international collaborations. The ICSSR_ is 
developing programmes which would have 
stronger and deeper interface between society 
and science through bilateral or multilateral 
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agreements with research organisations like 
DST, ICMR, DBT, ICAR etc. Besides, the 
ICSSR is planning to collaborate with IIMs, 
IITs and NITs of the country to have joint 
workshops and seminars. Similarly, the ICSSR 
plans to have collaborative arrangements with 
National Law Universities of India (NLUs). 


There is a constant move to project a strong 
innovative role of the ICSSR through new 
programmes & activities under International 
Collaboration Programme. 


Bilateral Collaborative Programme 


The ICSSR has signed ‘Bilateral Collaborative 
Programmes’ with parallel organizations of 
several countries to implement activities such 
as exchange of scholars, joint seminars, joint 
projects, joint publications, exchange of books 
and periodicals, etc. The Council also plans to 
invite eminent foreign scholars to visit India for 
delivering lectures under its scheme of “Visit 
of Distinguished Scholars”. This year, the 
ICSSR has signed the Memorandum of 
Understanding (MoU) with the Institute of 
Oriental Studies (IOS), Russian Academy of 
Sciences, Moscow, Russia commencing from 
10th June, 2021 initially for a period of three 
years and thereafter, it will be automatically 
extended for a further period of three years, 
unless either party expresses its desire for 
discontinuation. 


During the reporting year, the following 
activities were organized under the ‘Bilateral 
Collaborative Programme’ of ICSSR: 


ICSSR-Ministry of Science and 
Technology (MOST), Taipei, Taiwan - 
Joint Research Project 


The ICSSR has a bilateral programme in the 
field of social sciences with the Ministry of 
Science and Technology (MOST), Taipei, 
Taiwan. The activities under this programme 
are bilateral joint research projects, exchange 
of scholars, joint workshops. The ICSSR and 
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Ministry of Science & Technology (MOST), 
Taiwan gave the Joint Call for Research 
Proposals. The duration of the Joint Research 
Projects was two years and four projects were 


selected for funding by the ICSSR. Funding of 
up to INR12 lakhs per proposal were awarded. 
The four joint research projects awarded are 
given in Table 3.1:

They have 
shared the S20 and SSH20 Joint Statements 
endorsed and signed by all the participating 
academies. 


75th Anniversary of UNESCO 


On the celebration of 75th anniversary of 
UNESCO, the Ministry of Education, Govt. of 
India has asked ICSSR to provide inputs as 
script of the video (in 3-4 lines only) with 
concrete examples about the tangible impact 
India's membership to UNESCO had on 
people's lives at national level. The ICSSR has 
sent its inputs highlighting the tangible impact 
India's membership to UNESCO had on 
people's lives by emphasising that ‘Vasudhaiva 
Kutumbakam’ was among the first precursors 
of Global Citizenship as it is understood today 
- the concept that all individuals are 
collectively responsible towards each other and 
their shared future. India being one of the most 
ancient and glorious civilizations has 
undoubtedly formed the basis of UNESCO's 
dialogue between cultures and civilizations. 


Joint Meeting of Indo-Taiwan Expert 
Group on Social Science 


Taipei Economic and Cultural Centre (TECC) 
in India requested the ICSSR to nominate few 
Indian professors or researchers in the field of 
social science to participate in the joint meeting 
of Indo-Taiwan Expert Group on Social 
Science held on 22nd October 2021.

The Ministry of Education informed the ICSSR 
that the 12th UNESCO Youth Forum on 
"Youth as Researchers on COVID19" was held 
online on 19 November 2021, during the 41st 
session of the General Conference. This Forum 
intended to bring together young people from 
around the world to discuss how UNESCO's 
mandate can be mobilized to fight the negative 
effects of the pandemic on youth. The Forum 
gave rise to a draft Plan of Action for and by 
Youth for the post COVID-19 period. The 
Forum has invited Member States to name up 
to three young people aged between 18 and 30 
years old having recognized expertise in 
UNESCO's fields of competence, or experience 
in designing or leading initiatives within the 
scope of UNESCO's mandate, to take part in 
this Forum. ICSSR has nominated a research 
scholar for this forum.

ICSSR- Indian National Commission for

very nation, at all points of time, aspires 
FE witness positive developments in all 

dimensions of its life which includes 
economic, social, political, cultural, educa- 
tionnal etc. These aspirations have driven man- 
kind to assess the needs of the society and inno 
-vate accordingly. 


The very process of evolution suggests how 
mankind has faced problems and challenges at 
every stage of development and attempted to 
overcome these difficulties and adversities 
through creativity, innovativeness and advance- 
ment of new techniques and tools. Thus, the 
task of nation-building and progress of society 
are ever continuing. 


Many scientists and researchers believe that 
nation building is an outcome of developments 
in science & technology or in capital 
formation. This view gained prominence in 
almost all major countries of the world which 
has led to larger parts of their societies failing 
to equate the swiftness of developments in 
science & technology. Hence, number of 
issues pertaining to development gaps, 
imbalances, poverty, malnutrition, exploitation 
of various kinds, inequality, tension, stress, 
violence, discrimination, security etc. have 
emerged. These issues have acted and continue 
to act as impediments to the very process of 
potential development and well-being. So, 
every society needs thorough study of such 
problems, their causal factors, inter-related 
issues, acceptable explanations and workable 
way outs in demanding situations. 


The Scenario of Social Science 
Research 


Many commissions and committees of the 
government as well as thinkers have felt that 
there is an evident degree of disparity between 
thrust on science & technology and social 
development. Several committees have 
strongly recommended to encourage and 
promote Social Science Research (SSR) and its 
greater participation in public policy. India’s 
first Higher Education Commission, 1950 
(Radhakrishnan Commission) highlighted the 
disparity between natural and social science, 
and argued in favour of assigning higher 
importance and greater allocation for social 
science research. Indian Education 
Commission (1964-66), popularly known as 
‘Kothari Commission’, emphasized the need 
for development of scientific approach in social 
science research and also urged for the 
knowledge creation in these areas through 
training and capacity building programmes. 
The Commission also recommended for greater 
allocation of resources for SSR. Though, 
India’s first Education Policy i.e. ‘National 
Policy of Education (NPE), 1968’ implicitly 
held Social Science as Policy Science, yet it 
insisted on science education and research for 
national development. However, the Policy 
recommended that the ‘Centres of Advanced 
Study’ should be established or strengthened 
for the upliftment of social scientific research. 
The ‘National Policy of Education, 1986’ and 
‘Programme of Action, 1992’ insisted to 
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minimise the gap between researchers 
and policy makers and to maintain focus on 
policy driven research, especially the SSR. The 
Policy also endorsed the view that inter- 
disciplinary and trans-disciplinary researches 
generate greater utility than purely 
unidisciplinary researches. In the ‘National 
Education Policy 2020’ also, there is an 
emphasis on Multi-disciplinary research and 
innovation across different research 
organizations. There is no doubt that research 
domains have widened in both, science and 
technology researches as well as in social 
science researches. There is an increasing 
appreciation of rising degree of 
complementarity in researches in both the 
spheres as the two have to be deeply 
interconnected in order to maximize the 
benefits from such explorations. 


Science and technology research, which 
affirms to improve the quality of life, needs to 
be completely connected with the society as 
any deficiency in expected degree of its 
association with the society is bound to result 
in concentration of benefits among very few. 
Besides that, there is a fair degree of realization 
that social science research and social scientists 
need to be closely connected to the policy 
making at all levels, including that in science 
and technology because the idea is to translate 
researches into impactful policy documents and 
make research findings bring about still more 
improvement in the quality of life. It can 
happen only when research problems emanate 
from the society & its problems, and 
researchers endeavour to provide some 
pragmatic solution to those problems. The 
linking of social science research with that of 
science & technology research is bound to 
provide a very intense insight even to the 
scientists and help them make their researches 
or innovations more easily acceptable by the 
society. It would also inspire potential social 
scientists to contribute more vigorously and 
enthusiastically in policy making. There is no 


doubt that social science researches are 
extremely important for policy conception, 
implementation and final delivery as every 
policy ultimately is to be appreciated and 
accepted by the society for attempting to serve 
it much better. Identification of critical issues 
also assists the policy makers to formulate 
better and more acceptable policies, schemes 
and programmes. In this connection, the role of 
social science ecosystem is also very crucial. 
There is no refutation of the fact that no public 
policy can be very successfully adopted with- 
out interacting with the society, knowing it and 
its aspirations, and also acquainting it with 
significant and new developments. 


In order to tap its potentials optimally, social 
science research required a big push for which 
IMPRESS makes a sincere attempt in the right 
direction. 


IMPRESS (Impactful Policy Research 
in Social Science) 


Impactful Policy Research in Social Science 
(IMPRESS) is an idea of its own kind that aims 
to provide a research-based roadmap to address 
policy challenges pertaining to society and so, 
the social science expanses. The research-based 
inputs are the crucial requirements in the 
process of policy making as a policy should 
evolve from the society and its concerns and 
the policy is ultimately expected to respond to 
societal aspirations. It has been pointed out that 
the gaps between policy makers and the society 
need to be bridged. Social science researchers 
can be very helpful in identification of the gaps 
between the society and policy makers and they 
may attempt to provide vital inputs or 
evidences about the perception, appreciation 
and outreach of the policies among people. 
Besides, there may be crucial areas where 
policy makers require timely inputs, evidence, 
feedback and participation in order to make 
policy considerably effective. So, IMPRESS is 
dedicated to address the issue of bridging the 
gap between policy making & implementing 
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and the society by generating or encouraging 
vital inputs from researches in important social 
science domains so as to assist in having 
maximum impact on governance and society. 


The domain and sub-domain areas need to be 
identified in a way that encompasses subjects 
that have been in public policy debate due to 
new developments, earnest concerns, emerging 
issues and critical deficiencies. Based on these 
aspects, the following Eleven (11) important 
broad domain areas were identified after a fair 
extent of consultation:

Since IMPRESS intends to support social 
science scholars, academicians and policy 
makers for greater impact of research and 
policy, and for that, it aims to connect social 
science researches, their assessment of ongoing 
policies and suggestions with policy makers. 
The scheme has more than 100 sub-domain 
areas within the above mentioned broad 11 
domains. 


Some of these sub-domains include India as a 
Welfare State, Nature of Federalism in India, 
Security & Defence Policy, India’s Soft Power 
Policy, Diaspora, Indian Portrayal, Regional 
Cooperation, Urbanisation, Cities and 


Sustainability, Urban/City Governance, Urban 
Transportation, Women Empowerment and its 


Status, Inclusion and Development of 
Scheduled (Castes & Tribes, Skill and 
Employability, Rural Transformation, 


Infrastructure and Transportation, Technology

The proposal of Impactful Policy Research in 
Social Sciences the scheme named 
(IMPRESS) was approved by Government of 
India in August 2018 with a total budget of 
< 414 Crore spread over three financial years 
for its implementation starting from October 
2018. ICSSR being a highly reputed social 
science research Council under the Ministry of 
Human Resource Development Ministry of 
Education now, Government of India, was 
entrusted with the responsibility of 
implementing the scheme. ICSSR was also 
supposed to contribute a small part towards 
project funding from its own allocation for 
projects. 


The scheme had a target to award a minimum 
of 1500 research projects and 200 seminars/ 
conferences/ workshops. Regular faculty from 
institutes of national importance, central and 
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state universities, private universities/ Institutes 
having UGC12 (B) status, and ICSSR research 
institutes were eligible to apply for research 
programme or projects and seminars under 
IMPRESS. The proposals were invited in a 
competitive mode through four open calls at an 
interval of five to six months and the first call 
was launched in October 2018. The evaluation 
process was quite transparent as each proposal 
was to be blind peer reviewed by three experts 
who were assigned proposals through a 
computer driven system. Based on the 
recommendations of the experts and merit, the 
proposals were shortlisted for presentation & 
interaction before another Expert Committee 
which makes its observations/recommendations 
for the consideration of the Steering 
Committee. The Steering Committee takes the 
final decision in the light of merit, observations 
and recommendations of the Expert 
Committee/s. 


The First Call of IMPRESS 


This financial year (2021-22) saw the 
completion of 685 projects sanctioned under 
the First Call of IMPRESS, out of which of 544 
final reports were received. In the year 2021-22 
final reports of 429 projects were received. 
Details of the final reports recetved may be 
seen at Appendix-12. 


The final reports received are checked for 
plagiarism and after due revision the report is 
critically reviewed by the concerned domain 
expert. Out of these 54 reports were graded 
'excellent/outstanding'. 


The Project Directors have published their 
research outcomes in peer-reviewed journals 
both International and National duly acknow- 
ledging the Ministry of Education and ICSSR 
for their research. So far, 509 such papers have 
been published in 121 international and 388 
national reputed journals. Details of these 
publications may be seen at Appendix - 12. 


The Second Call of IMPRESS 


The second call of IMPRESS was announced 
on 28th September, 2019, which received very 
good response and led to a massive submission 
of 3565 applications across the country. 
Interaction of Project Directors of all the 
shortlisted recommended proposals with Expert 
Panel has been completed and the list has also 
been submitted for the consideration of the 
‘Steering Committee’. However, the further 
process has been halted ever since the outbreak 
of Covid-19 pandemic. 
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ICSSR Regional Centres 


he Regional Centres were established as 

part of the Council’s programme of 

decentralising administration, broad basing 
social science research and involving social 
science institutions in the region in promoting 
social science research. Their main roles were 
defined as follows: 


Represent the ICSSR within the region and 
spread the message and the programmes of 
the ICSSR to social scientists in the region; 


Bring the ideas and problems of the social 
scientists of the region to the notice of the 
ICSSR for possible action; 


Bring the social scientists of the region 
closer for promoting social science research 
within the region; and 


Serve as a link between the social scientists 
of the region and the national and inter- 
national community of social scientists. 


Activities 


Promoting documentation and biblio- 
graphical work in the regional languages; 


Organizing seminars/workshops/con- 
ferences in the region; 


Organizing lectures by distinguished scho- 
lars; 


Assisting regional professional associations 
of social scientists and social science 
journals in the regional languages; 


Providing low-cost accommodation 
(wherever possible) to scholars/students 
visiting the place for library or field work; 


Awarding study grant to scholars for 
visiting libraries and institutions for acade- 
mic work; 


Providing photocopying facilities to 
scholars, especially photocopies of selected 
articles from journals etc.; and 


Any other activity that may promote social 
science research in the region and/or any 
such activity that may be delegated by the 
ICSSR. 


The Regional Centres have developed 
infrastructure and research support facilities 
over the years with the assistance provided by 
the ICSSR and the host institute. These include 
hostel/guest house facilities, library space, 
conference halls, seminar rooms and 
reprographic facilities etc. 


ICSSR Regional Centres 


The ICSSR has Six Regional Centres. Their 
location and coverage are as follows: 


Eastern Regional Centre (ERC), Kolkata 
covers Bihar, Odisha, West Bengal, 
Jharkhand and the Union Territory of 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands. Eastern 
Regional Centre was established in 1972. 


ERC, Kolkata situated at 1/R-1, Baishnab- 
ghatta Patuli Township, Patuli, Kolkata, 
West Bengal-700094 is the National Centre 
to provide social science material to 
scholars in Bengali and Odia language. 
During the year 2021-22, the Centre funded

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ICSSR Research Institutes 


he Indian Council of Social Science 

Research provides maintenance and 

development grant to 24 Research 
Institutes. Sponsoring of Research Institutes 
outside the scope of the University Grants 
Commission has been one of the major 
programmes of the Council in enlarging the 
base of social science knowledge, improving 
the quality of research, and promoting an 
interdisciplinary perspective. These Institutes 
constitute an important mechanism for 
implementing the Council's policy of dispersal 
of research talents and building up of research 
capabilities in the different regions of the 
country, particularly in the areas where social 
science research is not fully developed. 


The Research Institutes have established close 
links with the scholars in the region as well as 
elsewhere through various activities such as 
seminars, workshops, training and consultancy 
programmes. Some of the Institutes are closely 
associated with National and State Level 
Planning and Development Agencies, and have 
thereby strengthened the links between 
research and policy making. 


Each Institute determines its own direction of 
research, which includes a wide spectrum of 
subjects related to Agricultural and Rural 
Development, Industrial Structure and Growth, 
Income Distribution and Poverty, Employment 
and Wages, Inter-regional Differences in 
Levels of Development, Education, Health, 
Nutrition, Problems of Weaker Sections of 
Society including Women, Energy, 
Technology, Ecology and Environment, and 
Social, Cultural, Historical and Institutional 
aspects of Development. Thus, research studies 


have generated substantial empirical 
knowledge of the structure of Indian economy, 
polity, history and society and their dynamics 
both at the national and regional levels. 


During the last five years, the Institutes have 
completed 1293 research projects, while 1588 
were on-going. These cover a wide spectrum of 
issues relating to areas that are already 
mentioned above. What is more significant in 
these efforts is that they are not only 
interdisciplinary in character, but also focused 
on regional and local problems. In this process, 
they have become centres of research for the 
region's specific issues and have greatly 
contributed to an awareness of the nature of 
development problems and potential of the 
country as a whole. In terms of publications, 
the Institutes have brought out 745 books & 
reports and 936 working papers during the last 
five years. 


Another important activity, that has been given 
importance by the Council, is training of young 
social scientists by the Research Institutes 
through M.Phil. and Ph.D. programmes, 
workshops and seminars. During the last five 
years, 231 Ph.Ds. have been awarded and 2343 
scholars have been working on their Ph.Ds. 
The Council can legitimately take pride in its 
role in promoting the research and training 
efforts made by the Research Institutes. A total 
of 228 research projects were completed in 
these Institutes during the year 2021-22. The 
total number of ongoing studies at the end of 
the year was 270. 


Research Institutes disseminate the results of 
their research studies in the form of published 
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books, monographs, working/occasional papers 
etc. During the year under report, the number 


of books/ reports published was 156, 
monographs/mimeographs were 25 and 
working/occasional papers were 199. The 


number of research papers published was 500. 


The Institutes also undertake training of young 
social scientists and assist fresh researchers in 
designing and conducting their research. For 
this purpose, Doctoral Fellowships have been 
provided to these Institutes. Some of the 
Institutes have been assisting in Teaching and 
Training Programmes for M.Phil. and Ph.D. 
students. In addition, as per the Council's 
Policy, they participate in postgraduate 
teaching, research guidance in the universities 
and also involved the university teachers in 
their research programmes. During the year, 
451 scholars were working under the guidance 
of the faculties of the Research Institutes, 45 
were awarded Ph.D. degrees and 51 scholars 
submitted their Doctoral dissertations. A total 
of 359 seminars and workshops were held 
during 2021-22. 


Profile of Individual Research Institutes: 


The focus and activities of the Research 
Institutes during the reporting year are 
presented below: 


The focus of the A.N. Sinha Institute of 
Social Studies, Patna, was on Socio-economic 
Impact Studies of Roads, Bridges and other 
Infrastructure Projects, Food Insecurity and 
Dietary Diversity among Low Income Migrant 
Workers, Rainfed Area Development (RAD) 
Programme under National Mission for Sustain 
-able Agriculture in Bihar, and Concurrent 
Monitoring of National Food Security Act 
2013 etc. During the period, 18 projects/studies 
were completed and 20 were in progress. Apart 
from bringing out 15 research articles and one 
monograph by the faculty the institute also 
organized nine seminars/ workshops/ 
conferences. One student was awarded Ph.D. 
and six were working for their Ph.D. degrees. 


The research activities of the Centre for 
Development Studies, Thiruvananthapuram, 
during the year, were focused on Impact of 
Demand Side Financing Instruments on the 
Continuum of Care for Maternal and Child 
Health, Global Value Chain, Child Migration, 
Assessment of Payment for Ecosystem etc. The 
Centre completed two research projects 
whereas three were in progress. Four students 
were awarded Ph.D., six theses were submitted 
and 48 were working for their Ph.D. degrees. 
Six books/ reports and 75 research articles were 
published, whereas one monograph and five 
working papers were brought out by the 
faculty. Also, 47  seminars/conferences/ 
lectures/workshops were conducted by the 
Centre. 


The research activities of the Centre for 
Economic and Social Studies, Hyderabad 
revolved around Study on Groundwater 
Development, Degradation and Management 
Issues, Mapping of Science and Technology 
Interventions in SDG, Young Lives at Work: 
COVID-19, Skill Development Initiatives in 
India, Education, Skills and Employment, 
Analysis of the Scheduled Castes Special 
Development Fund (SCSDF), Economic and 
Social Cost of Gulf Migration, Seed Industry in 
Telangana, Polyhouse Farming etc. The Centre 
completed 18 projects and 14 projects were in 
progress. Three students were awarded Ph.D., 
four submitted their theses and 25 were 
working for their Ph.D. degree. Five books/ 
reports and 20 research articles were published, 
whereas two monographs and one working 
paper were brought out by the faculty. Also, 18 
seminars/conferences/lectures/ workshops were 
conducted by the Centre. 


The main activities of the Centre for Multi-- 
Disciplinary Development Research, 
Dharwad, were centered on Study of Best 
Practices in Alternative Crops to Tobacco, 
Relationship between COVID-19 Pandemic 
and Water Access, Status of Tribal 
Development, Conversion from Intermittent to 
Continuous Water Supply, Resource Tracking 


for Child Welfare, Management of Grazing 
Lands, Human Development Index etc. During 
the period under report, the Institute completed 
two Research Projects and nine projects were at 
various stages of completion. 35 scholars were 
pursuing their Ph.D. work. The Centre 
organized 11  seminars/conferences/lectures. 
The faculty published three books/ reports, and 
21 research papers/ Articles. 


The focus of studies of the Centre for Policy 
Research, New Delhi, was on study of 
Technology to Amplify Meaningful 
Participation in Governance Processes, Impact 
of COVID-19 on Low Income Households, 
Sustainable Urban Development, Policy 
Analysis for Fresh Water Ecosystems, Land 
Titling Road Blocks in Ranchi, Social 
Protection Coverage etc. During the year, the 
Centre completed 12 projects and 25 were at 
various stages of completion. The faculty 
published five books and 30 reports. Besides, 
14 working papers were also brought out. The 
Centre also organized 56 seminars/workshops/ 
conferences during the year. 


The Centre for Research in Rural and 
Industrial Development, Chandigarh, 
conducted studies on Socio-cultural Dynamics 
of Child Immunization, Maternal Mortality in 
Punjab, Crop Residue Management, 
Assessment of Various Agricultural Marketing 
Initiatives, Menstrual Hygiene and Social 
Exclusion, COVID-19 and Integrated Child 
Development Services (ICDS), Agricultural 
Development and Status of Women in Punjab 
etc. During the year, the Centre completed 28 
projects and four were at various stages of 
completion. In addition, one book, 28 working 
papers (unpublished reports) and 11 research 
papers/articles were published by the faculty in 
various Journals and edited books. Four 
scholars submitted theses and 40 were working 
on their Ph.D. 


Research activities of the Centre for Social 
Studies, Surat, were related to study of Corona 
Pandemic and the Surat Society, Regional 
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Literature and Historical Consciousness, 
Women and Distress Employment, Assessing 
the Implementation of Social Security 
Initiatives for the Tribal Communities, Social 
Justice and Laws for the Tribes, Impact of 
Covid-19 on Migrant Workers etc. During the 
period, the faculty members published six 
research papers in various Journals and 
conducted 10 seminars/ conferences/ training 
programmes, and three books were published. 
Besides, one scholar was awarded Ph.D., one 
thesis was submitted and one scholar was 
pursuing Ph.D. 


The Centre for Studies in Social Sciences, 
Kolkata, concentrated its work on Digitization 
and Conservation of Manuscripts, Human 
Trafficking, Women in the Group Theatre 
Movement in Bengal, Decolonization, 
Disciplines and the University etc. During the 
year, one project was completed and three 
projects were in progress. The Centre published 
24 research articles. During the period, two 
books were published by the faculty and 15 
workshops /lectures/ seminars were organized, 
One monograph and One working paper was 
published. Six scholars were awarded Ph. D., 
seven submitted theses and 74 were pursuing 
their Ph.D. 


The main focus of research at the Centre for 
the Study of Developing Societies, Delhi, has 
been on Political Participation and Electoral 
Behavior of Muslims in India, Ambedkar and 
his Contemporaries, Domestic Work in Urban 
India, Republican Past and Socialist Futures, 
Indian Youth in Post-Pandemic India, 
Democracy and Health in India, Science 
Technology and Democracy, Use of English in 
Universities/Colleges, Audience Opinion for 
TV and Digital Platforms, Surveillance and 
Democracy in India etc. During the year, nine 
projects were completed and 11 studies were in 
progress. The centre published nine books/ 
research reports and 17 research papers/articles 
in various Journals and two Working papers. 
The Centre also organized 41  seminars/ 
conferences/lectures. 
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The Centre for Women's Development 
Studies, Delhi, has undertaken studies on 
Socio-economic Status of Suicide Affected 
Families of Farmers, Education Policy in 
Delhi, Exploring the Interlinkages between 
Marriage, Disability, Sexuality and Knowledge 
Building in India, Impact of COVID 19 on 
Maternal Health, Child Marriage in an 
International Frame, Education is the Recipe 
for all Ailments’, Women’s Livelihood, North- 
East Migrant Women in Service Sectors etc. 
During the period, three projects were 
completed and nine were in progress. Seven 
books/reports and fourteen research papers/ 
chapters/ monographs in reputed journals and 
edited books were published by the faculty of 
the institute. During the year, one scholar was 
awarded Ph.D., two scholars submitted theses 
and five scholars were pursuing their Ph.D. The 
Centre also organized 10 seminars/ 
conferences/ workshops on various themes. 


The focus of research activities of Council for 
Social Development, Hyderabad, had been on 
Telangana Social Development Report 2020, 
Sustainable Development Goals (SDGs), 
Women’s Employment, Impact of Covid-19 on 
Livelihoods, Schooling in Rural Areas, Demo- 
graphic and Health Status in Telangana, 
Adolescent Girls’ Education, State-led 
Empowerment or Employment, Child Under- 
nutrition, Online Education and Children with 
Disabilities, Land Alienation Process etc. The 
Council published seven research papers and 
nine working papers. The Council completed 
11 projects and seven were in progress. A total 
number of 20 seminars/ conferences/ work- 
shops/ lectures were conducted during the year 
and report. 


The research work carried out by Giri Institute 
of Development Studies, Lucknow, was 
focused on Rural Transformation in Uttar 
Pradesh, Base Line Survey of Knowledge, 
Attitude and Perceptions of Electoral Voters, 
Agriculture in Eastern Uttar Pradesh, Land 
Acquisition for the Ganga Expressway, Social 


Impact Assessment of GIDA (Gorakhpur 
Industrial Development Authority), Social 
Audit of PM Poshan Yojana (MDM Scheme), 
Economic Cooperation and Peace Prospect in 
South and Central Asia, Marginalized Groups 
in India, Health Facility of Muslims in Uttar 
Pradesh etc. During the year, the Institute 
completed nine projects while another six were 
in progress. The Institute faculty published four 
books/reports, 15 research articles/papers in 
various Journals and edited book volumes. In 
addition, the Institute conducted 10 seminars/ 
workshops/conferences/training programmes. 


The focus of the research at the Gujarat 
Institute of Development Research, 
Ahmedabad, had been on Study of Widows’ 
in Gujarat, Geographical Indication Protected 
Agricultural Products, Mapping the Social 
Economy of Dried Fish in South and South- 
east Asia, Impact Assessment of Housing 
Programmes in Gujarat State, Socio-economic 
Assessment of LMOs, Impact of Farmers 
Suicide on Farm and Survivor, Institutional 
Changes for Rural Innovation, COVID-19 
induced Vulnerabilities and Coping Strategies 
of Small Producers, Financialization and its 
Impact on Domestic Economies and Tribal, 
Forest Rights and Heritage Conservation etc. 
During the year, the Institute completed 11 
research projects and eight studies were in 
progress. The faculty of the Institute published 
26 research papers/articles in various Journals, 
besides bringing out 11 working/occasional 
papers. The Institute conducted two seminars/ 
conferences/workshops and one scholar was 
awarded Ph.D. and one scholar was pursuing 
Ph.D. 


The research programme of the Indian 
Institute of Education, Pune, was focused on 
Ethical Communitarianism: Tackling COVID- 
19 in Maharashtra, Societal Paradigms during 
the Covid 19 etc. During the year, two projects 
were in progress. Four scholars were awarded 
Ph.D., Two theses were submitted and nine 
scholars were pursuing their Ph.Ds. The faculty 


published four books and two research papers/ 
articles in various journals and edited book 
volumes. 


The research work undertaken by the Institute 
of Development Studies, Jaipur, was related 
to Child and Early Marriage in Rajasthan, 
Effect of Covid-19 on Maternal and Child 
Health Services, Local Governments and 
Cronyism in Kerala, Rajasthan Homeless 
Policy, Impact of Covid-19 on Poultry Farmers 
in Rajasthan, Challenges and Major 
Bottlenecks in Improving Milk Production, 
Productivity and Farmers Income etc. During 
the year, five projects were completed while 
another seven were in progress. The Institute 
conducted seven seminars/ workshops/lectures. 
The faculty of the Institute published six 
research papers/ article/ monographs working 
papers and three books/ reports. Two scholars 
were awarded Ph.D., two theses were 
submitted and one scholar was pursuing Ph.D. 
in the Institute. 


Research activities of the Institute of 
Economic Growth, Delhi, were related to

Market Imperfections and Farm Profitability, 
Responsiveness of Development Expenditure 
to Output, Healthcare Utilization among 
Octogenarians, Role of Anganwadi Workers, 
Political Ecology, Development, Environment, 
Changing Structure of Rural Livelihood, 
Market based Sanctions in Cartel Cases etc. 
The Institute completed 45 research projects 
and 66 research projects were in progress. The 
Institute organized 45 workshops/seminars/ 
training programmes etc. One scholar was 
awarded Ph.D. and 10 scholars were pursuing 
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Ph.D. The Institute published 10 books/ reports 
29 working papers, 16 monographs, and 84 
research papers/ chapters/ article/reports in 
various journals and edited books. 


The Institute of Public Enterprise, Hyderabad, 
concentrated its work on Prevalence of Girl 
Child Labour in the Indian Textile and 
Garment Industry, Supply Chains for 
Protection of Human Rights, Lean Agricultural 
Supply Chain for High Valued Products, 
Sustainable Tourism to Boost Economic 
Development, Export Competitiveness of 
Indian SMEs etc. During the year, eight 
projects were in progress, three books/reports 
and 66 research papers/chapters in various 
journals and edited books were published. In 
addition, three scholars were pursuing their 
Ph.D. work, two submitted the theses and four 
scholars were awarded degree. 


The Institute for Social and Economic 
Change, Bengaluru, focused its research on 
Lockdown Distress and Government’s 
Response, Interest Subvention in Agriculture, 
Prevalence of Tuberculosis, Hypertension and 
Diabetes among Women in India, Alternate 
Arrangements of Farm Land, Seed Mini-Kits of 
Pulses and Other Crops, Functioning of DBT at 
Retail Points, Education and Nutrition Status 
of Children of Migrant Workers, Feed and 
Fodder in all States/UTs, Socio-economic 
vulnerabilities in India, Decentralization and 
Delivery of Public Services, Peri-Urban Regions 
of Bangalore, Urban Primacy in Karnataka, 
Socio-ecological Sustainability, Agricultural 
Indicators, Village Study in Karnataka etc. 
During the year, 30 research projects were 
completed and 38 were at different stages of 
completion. The Institute published 28 books/ 
reports, 32 research papers/articles in various 
journals and brought out 26 working/occasional 
papers/monographs. It conducted five 
seminars/workshops. Besides this, 13 scholars 
were awarded Ph.D., 13 submitted the theses 
and 110 scholars were pursuing their research 
work. 
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The thrust area of research at the Institute for 
Studies in Industrial Development, New 
Delhi, had been on Leveraging E-Commerce 
and Digital Marketing, Factors Proportions vis- 
a-vis Factor Endowments of the Indian 
Economy, News Media Industry, Leveraging 
ASEAN FTA, Sustained Growth of the MSME 
Sector in India, Inter-Regional Disparities in 
Indian Manufacturing, Manufacturing 
Landscape in India, UK-India Bilateral Trade 
etc. During the period, four research projects 
were completed and 11 were in progress.

Unrest in Madhya Pradesh etc. During the year, 
the Institute completed eight projects and 
another five were at various stages of 
completion. The Institute published four 
research papers/articles in various journals, 
four books/ reports and one working paper. The 
Institute organized four seminars/lectures. Two 
scholars were awarded Ph.D. and four 
submitted theses whereas 30 were pursuing 
their research work. 


The Madras Institute of Development 
Studies, Chennai, focused its research on

Transfer of Fund to the Plucker/Binders, 
Working of Kendu Leaf Organization, 
Integrated Farming in Tribal Areas of Odisha 
etc. During the period under review, the Centre 
completed 15 research projects while another 
16 were in progress. The faculty also published 
10 articles/research papers in various journals, 
two books, one working paper and organized 
one conferences/ seminars/ workshops. During 
the year under report, 18 Ph.D. scholars were 
pursuing their research work. 


The Omeo Kumar Das Institute of Social 
Change and Development, Guwahati, 
focused its research on History of Settlement in 
Assam, Documentation Monitoring and 
Evaluation of CSR Projects of NEEPCO Ltd, 
NRC and Citizenship (Amendment) Act, 
Efficiency of Road Transportation Network in 
North East India, India-Southeast Asia and the 
New Silk Road, Emerging Agrarian Relations 
in North East India, Gross Fixed Capital 
Formation in Assam, Experiences and 
Experiments over Refugee-hood, Locating 
Changing Gender Relations in India’s North 
East etc. During the year, the Institute 
completed eight research projects and 12 


projects were in progress. The faculty 
published 10 research papers, one report and 
two working papers. During the period under 
report, nine Ph.D. scholars were pursuing their 
research work. 


The major research areas covered by the 
Sardar Patel Institute of Economic and 
Social Research, Ahmedabad, during the 
year, was on Digital Connectivity and Rural 
Development, National Level Monitoring of 
Rural Development Programs, Special

Library 


The Library caters to the needs of Research 
Scholars, faculty members of the Punjab University 
and social scientists of the North-Western Region 
of India. The Library had a collection of 4605 
books and 3789 bound volumes of Journals in the 
field of Social Sciences received from various 
social science institutions all over the country. The 
Library had 570 seminar papers, sponsored by the 
Regional Centre, out of which 12 seminar papers 
were received in the year 2020-21. In addition the 
Centre received 12 occasional, research and 
working papers from other research intuitions 
across India.

Separate Audit Report of the Comptroller & Auditor General of India on the Accounts of 
Indian Council of Social Science Research, New Delhi for the year ended 31 March 2022 


We have audited the attached Balance Sheet of the Indian Council of Social Science 
Research (ICSSR), New Delhi as at 31 March 2022, Income & Expenditure Account and 
Receipts & Payments Account for the year ended on that date under Section 20 (1) of the 
Comptroller and Auditor General's (Duties, Powers & Conditions of Service) Act, 1971. The 
audit has been entrusted for the period up to 2021-22. These financial statements include the 
accounts of six Regional centers of the ICSSR. Out of these two units have been audited and 
comments considered for report. These financial statements are the responsibility of the ICSSR's 
management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial statements based on 
our audit. 


2. This Separate Audit Report contains the comments of the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India on the accounting treatment only with regard to classification, conformity with 
the best accounting practices, accounting standards and disclosure norms, etc. Audit observation 
on financial transactions with regard to compliance with the Law, Rules & Regulations (Propriety 
and Regularity) and efficiency-cum performance aspects, etc., if any, are reported through 
Inspection Reports/CAG' s Audit Reports separately. 


3. We have conducted our audit in accordance with the auditing standards generally accepted 
in India. These standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the financial statements are free from material misstatements. An audit 
includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management as well as evaluating the overall presentation of 
financial statements. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


4. Based on our audit, we report that: 


i. We have obtained all the information and explanations, which to the best of our 
knowledge and belief were necessary for the purpose of our audit; 


il. The Balance Sheet, Income & Expenditure and Receipts & Payments Account dealt with 
by this report have been drawn up in the format prescribed by Government of India, Ministry of 
Education; 


Hi In our opinion, proper books of accounts and other relevant records have been maintained 
by the ICSSR in so far as it appears from our examination of such books. 


iv. We further report that: 

A. Balance Sheet 

Al Liabilities 

A.1.1 Corpus/ Capital Fund (Schedule 1)- Rs. (-)155.83 crore 


The above schedule includes Correction/Adjustments of Rs. 6.56 crore under the Head- 
Capital Fund (General). 


The adjustment is mainly due to double booking of expenditure on retirement benefits 
amounting to Rs. 9.14 crore once by including in the Establishment Expenses and second by 
adjusting against the provisions for retirement benefits in Schedule 15A. Similarly, internal 
receipts of Rs. 2.59 crore have also been taken twice in the Income & Expenditure Account, once 
in the respective schedules and secondly in the schedule of Grants /Subsidies. This has resulted in 
overstatement of excess of Expenditure over Income by Rs. 6.56 crore (Rs. 9.14 crore — Rs. 2.59 
crore) which has been corrected by addition to the Capital Fund. 
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B. General 


A work order was issued to NPCC for Rs. 59.25 lakh (Office building: Rs. 44.36 lakh and 
Renovation of guest house: Rs. 14.88 lakh). Out of Rs. 59.25 lakh, ICSSR released Rs. 14.81 lakh 
(Office building: Rs. 11.09 lakh and Renovation of guest house: Rs. 3.72 lakh) to NPCC as 
advance payment. The capital commitment of the remaining amount of Rs. 44.44 lakh has not 
been disclosed in Schedule-24 of Contingent Liabilities and Notes to Accounts. 


C. Grants-in-aid 


ICSSR had an unspent balance of Rs. 21.15 crore (Capital: Rs. 2.27 crore and Revenue: 
Rs. 18.88 crore) of previous year. During the year 2021-22, ICSSR received grant-In-aid of Rs. 
135.82 crore from the Government of India, Ministry of Education, Department of Higher 
Education. The receipts against internal accruals and other receipts were Rs. 2.59 crore. Out of 
total funds of Rs. 159.56 crore ICSSR utilized Rs. 130.55 crore leaving a balance of Rs. 29.01 
crore (Capital: Rs. 3.04 crore and Revenue: Rs. 25.97 crore) as on 31 March 2022. 


D. Management letter 


Deficiencies which have not been included in the Audit Report have been brought to the 
notice of the Member Secretary, ICSSR, New Delhi through a management letter issued 
separately for remedial/corrective action. 


V. Subject to our observations in the preceding paragraphs, we report that the Balance Sheet, 
Income & Expenditure Account and Receipts & Payments Account dealt with by this report are 
in agreement with the books of accounts. 


vi. In our opinion and to the best of our information and according to the explanations given 
to us, the said financial statements read together with the Accounting Policies and Notes on 
Accounts, and subject to the significant matters stated above and other matters mentioned in 
Annexure to this Audit Report give a true and fair view in conformity with accounting principles 
generally accepted in India;

° In so far as it relates to Income and Expenditure Account of the deficit for the year ended 
on that date.
